of rough, nnhewed logs, twelve feet square, 
erected in 1829 
It stood on the corner of 


Frame and Water etiects, occupying the 
former site of the First M E Church.— 
Wo Iftiow uot what oflonsos were commit- 
ted against the peace and dignity of tho 
city in those primitive, pioneer days, but 
the old log jail was no doubt a terror to 
tho young bloods and old bummers who 
flourished at that time, 


The same yoai the jail was built, two 


hoiso thieves by the name of Uedmond 
and Wyatt, stole a couple of nags near the 
present city ot Monticello 
Mr Jas Plait, 


in honor of whom Piatt county was nam- 
ed, and his son William, started after the 
inauradors, cuasmg them across the south 
west corner of Indiana into the state of 
Koptucky. 
Here thoy wore captured, 


brought to Decatur and confined in the 
log jail. At tho next term of court Judge 
Lockwood sentenced them to bo
